The 
ambassador was accompanied by tho sec- 
retary of tho German embassy, Baron 
Kettlcr. The two diplomats wero re- 
splendent in gold lace, and botli carried 
swords.

Ottawa, Sept. 5.— It is definitely arrant; 
ed that tho now Govornor General be sworn 
in at Quebec tho day ho arrives. Sir John 
Thompson and members of tho Cabinet will 
go down there to welcome Lord Aberdeen. 

Frof. Thurston, of Cornell University, 
consulting engineer to tho jurors on agri- 
cultural and mechanical machinery at the 
World's Fair, a position similar to one lie 
held ut tho Centennial Philadelphia, has in- 
formed Mr. Larke, Canadian commissioner, 
that both in agricultural and general ma- 
chinery, Canadian exhibits, in design, con- 
struction and smoothness of running, are 
equal to anything shown in tho exhibition. 
Frof. Thurston further remarks that ho 
Cirefully examined tho Canadian exhibit of 
machinery at Philadelphia in 1870, and 
comparing that exhibit with the present one 
ut Chicago, he has no hesitation in saying 
that Canada mude greater progress in manu- 
facturing during the past lb' years than any 
other nation represented in Jackson Park. 
This expression of opinion coming from one 
of the highest authorities in tho United 
States is flattering to Canadians. 

Ottawa is to huvo a first-clasB opera house, 
to be built by the Kusaell Company in rear 
of the hotel. 

Application has been made to tho United 
States Government by tho Department of 
Justice for the extradition of Clureneo R. 
Barry, C.P.R. agent at Halifax, who is now 
under arrest at New York, charged with 
embezzling the company's money. 

The Fisheries Department state that the

MURDER IN SEATTLE. 

An Old Woman Murdered and Her Little 
Store of Gold Stolen. 

SEATTLE Sept. 5.— Within the four hours 
preceding midnight lust night thero was 
committed in Seattle ono of tho most brutal 
murders in tho history of tho city. An old 
woman, SO yearB of age, named Charlotte 
Fetting, had her brains beaten out with an 
iron Btovo plate, and her littlo trunk was 
robbed of the savings of herself and aon for 
years, §790 in gold coin. 

Yesterday evening at 7 o'clock, her son, 
Ernest Fetting and James King left the little 
shack, When they returned at 1 o'clock 
this morning they found the door unlocked 
and partly open, while on the floor, between 
the low bed and a small cook stove standing 
in the centre of the room, lay tho poor old 
woman. Her faco was turned sideways press- 
ing against the oven door. It was a mass of 
clotted blood, while her gray hair streamed 
in tangled bloody strings over her shoul- 
ders. Several large gashes were visible, but 
wero filled with clotted blood. In her mouth 
was stuffed a large cotton handkerchief, and 
a strap passing across the handkerchief and 
tinder the chin formed n perfect gag. She 
wua in her night dreHS, which was of whito 
cotton and not much disarranged. 

Tho little room had been simply turned 
upside down, and not a thing was left in 
place. Tho garments hanging on tho wull 
had been torn down, tho trunk had been 
emptied, the chairs had all been overturned, 
and thero was ample evidence of a terrible 
struggle. 

EMIN'S MURDER 

Caused by Hostility or Arabs Who Thought 
Ho Hanged Sis of Their Countrymen. 

London, Sept. 6.— The Rev. A. J, Swan, 
the Ujiji missionary, who yesterday made 
public an account of Emin Pasha's death, 
said in an interview, this morning : "I am 
unable to give all tho actual incidents of 
Dr. Emin's death. Tho narrative made 
public by mo yesterday contained about all 
the details of tho murder as I learned them. 
Tho immediate cause of the Arab hostility 
to Emin wus their belief that be had hanged 
summarily six Arabs at tho Stanley end of 
Victoria Nyonza, because they refused to 
barter with him. This story was never 
denied and was accepted ub true, 
even by tho Europeans. When 
Emin was murdered, ho was separated from 
his caravan and was travelling with thirty 
Nubian followers toward tho west ciaat in 
order that ho might avoid tho eastern 
Arabs, who ho know wero on his truck. He 
had passed through Randa and ho followed 
a branch of the Congo until ho arrived at 
Said Bin Abed's. There waB no fighting at 
tho timo of tho murder. Tho incident waB 
of tho briefest duration. Tho actual mur- 
derer was u young Arab with whom I am 
personally acquainted. Ho is i\ Bon of Dr. 
Livingston's old Arab friend, whom tho 
whites in that region around the 



lake call "Old Tangunyka." Beyond 
doubt Emin's body waB eaten as 
were those of his followers. Their heads 
wore Btuck on poles and woro paraded about, 
as is tho custom among the Manyemas. 
These people aro notorious cannibals, in fact 
they will eat anything human. During my 
sojourn in Ujiji wo lost a Belgian member 
of tho European colony. All search for 
him was futilo. Wo learned nothing of his 
fate until a Belgian party found the fingers 
of an European in a Manyoma " wokpot." 
Inquiry showed that tho Munyemas had kid- 
napped him and killed him. A Belgian forco 
at once raided the Munyemas' country, 
routed tho Arabs and destroyed tho Many- 
emu village whero their comrade had been 
eaten. 



PRESIDENT CLEVELAND 

Opens the Congress or Medical Men at Wash- 
ington. 

Washington, Sept. 5.— The Pan Ameri- 
can Medical Congress began its four-day 
session, to-day, in Albaugh's Opera house, 
Dr. William Popper, of Philadelphia occu 
pied tho chair, and from 800 to 1,000 doc 
tors were present. Among them wero re- 
presentatives from all countries of the west- 
ern continent. Shortly after tho congress 
was called to order, President Cleveland 
waB escorted to tho front of the stage, and 
formally opened tho congress. Tho ud- 
lress of welcome waa heartily applauded 
throughout. Tho Presidont appeared in 
tho best of health, walked with a firm step, 
and spoko in a clear, resonant voice. His 
appearaneo was closely observed with un- 
disguised interest, foreign delegates in tho 
body of the building standing up to obtain 
a bettor view. The band played, " Hail to 
tho Chief 1" while tho President took his 
seat. 



IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 



Earl Spencer Moves tho Second Read- 
of the Home Rule 
Bill. 

A Government Motion Defeated in the 
Commons by Conservatives 
and Radicals. 



London, Sept. 5:— In the House of Lords, 
to-day, Earl Spencer, first Lord of tho Ad- 
miralty, moved the second reading of the 
Home Rule bill. He reviowed at Borne 
length tho history of Ireland since the 
Union. All the ao-called remedial measures 
of the successive Governments, ho said, had 
come too lato to help the country. Even 
had they not contained radical defects 
which would have rendered them uboIcss, 
early or lato, hiB own personal experience 
satisfied him that Home Rule was tho only 
possiblo solution of the Irish question. 
After dwelling upon tho beneficent results 
to bo expected from several provisions of 
tho bill, Earl Spencer closed with the de- 
claration that the Gladstonian plan of Home 
Rule waB calculated to satisfy all the aspira- 
tions of Ireland to self-government. The 
Duke of Devonshire, Liberal Unionist, mov- 
ed the rejection of tho bill. 

Tho Duke of Devonshire contended that 
every clasB in Ireland except one was Union- 
ist and opposed to tho measure under dis- 
cussion, Did the Government, he asked, 
believe that tho manufacturers, merchants 
and traders of tho country who opposed the 
Homo Rule bill mistook their position ? 
Tho union of Ireland and Great Britain, he 
said, has been a decreo of nature 
which laws und treaties had only 
recorded. Tho present bill was cruda and 
unworkable and a violation of tho constitu- 
tion. Tho duke read his speech throughout, 
turning page after page. The House showed 
very little interest in his remarks. Viscount 
Powers, tho Liberal-Unionist, was the next 
speaker, and tho attendance dwindled whilo 
ho enlarged upon tho coming ruin of Iro- 
land. Homo Rule would blight all indus- 
tries, he said. Baron Brassoy, Liberal, 
spoko in support of the bill, and the Duke 
of Norfolk, Liberul Conservative, Bpoke 
against it. 

Tho Government waa defeated in tho 
House of Commons, this afternoon, on a 
motion to reduce the saluries of tho officers 
of the Houoo of Lords. Tho motion was 
defeated by a combination of Radicals and 
Conservatives, the vote being 101! to 95. 



Reluming (o Work. 

London, Sept. 5. — Advices from various 
parts of the country show that largo num- 
bers of striking coal miners are returning 
to work at tho owners' terms. The strikers 
at Munvers mado a disorderly demonstra- 
tion yesterday and a largo force waB requir- 
ed to subdue it. Thero wero seriouu dis- 
orders at the Derbyshire coal mines, Ches- 
terfield, England, Monday. Strikers drove 
new men out by force. Tho polico are 
making preparations for trouble ut other 
places. 

Anxious About Valkyrie. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 5. — Whilo Lord Dun- 
raven's yacht Valkyrie, which sailed for 
America on tho morning of August 211, in 
not overdue, there ia a littlo anxiety among 
yachtsmon concerning tho rucor. This 
anxiety has doubtless been caused by tho 
recent terrible storms. Since her departure 
from the other aido the Valkyrie has not 
been reported by any of tho fast steamers 
arriving at this or European ports, although 
tho yacht must ho traversing tho lines of 
tho trans-Atlantic travel. She must havo 
encountered tho first of tho great storms. 
The Valkyrio is 18 days out.

Theatre Horror. 

Brussels, Sept. 5. — During a panic, 
caused by tho drapery of tho proBconiam 
boxes and the stago curtain taking firo in 
tho Eden theatre at Oatond last evening, 
thirty or forty persona wero thrown down, 
trampled upon, und many seriously hurt. 
The flames wero extinguished with slight 
loss of property. 

India Refused a Loan. 

London, Sept. 5, — The Financial News is 
infoimed that tho Bank of England, having 
refused to lend £.3,500,000 to tho Indian 
office, a banking firm has offered to advunco 
£.'1,000,000 to help the Indian Government, 
for sale and exchange, up to 1b. and 3Jd., 
at which figure tho Council bill could be 
isBued._ Tho News ulso s*ys un import duty 
on silver is contemplated. 

Five Persons Runted. 

London, Sept, 5. — A shop on Fulham 
Road took firo yeBterday. The blazing 
stairways prevented persons working in tho 
building from escaping. Some jumped from 
the upper windows and were crushed on the 
pavement, whilo others fell back into the 
flames. The firemen rescued several. Five 
persons perished. 

Wholesale Drowning. 

Rotterdam, Sept. 5.— Twenty- five per- 
sons on a lighter in the harbor, while watch- 
ing a firo neur the quuy on Sunday, run to 
one aide of the oraft, capsizing it, Seventeen 
were drowned. 

Suspected Nihilists Arrested. 

Vienna, Sept. 5.— Letters from Moscow 
say that eighty-five etudentB, eight profeB- 
Bors and five women of rank have been ar- 
rested there on suspicion that they were 
implicated in a Nihilist plot against the 
Czar's life. 

Cholera In England. 

London, Sept. 5.— In the last two hourB 
before this noon three persons have died of 
cholera in Grimsby. No freBb cases have 
been taken to tho Grimsby cholera hospi- 
tals Binco yesterday noon. There was one 
death from cholera at Hull last night. 

Dcplfbrd Cattle Market. 

London, Sept. 5.— At Deptford, to-day, 
6-5 Canadiun animals were offered, Trade 
wus very slow, it being difficult to effect 
clearance. The primest boasts made 3a. 9d. 
to 3s. 10d.; seconds, 3j. lid. for eight 
pounds. 

Trades Dillon Congress, 

Belfast, Sept. 5. — At tho trades union 
congress in Ulster Hall this morning, Sam- 
uel Munro, the new president, spoke at 
length concerning the labor quoation in the 
United Kingdom. Ho bolioved, lie aaid, 
that trado unionism was destined to bo an 
honored institution in freeing Ireland from 
the terrible incubus of religious bigotry 
and political influence. He denounced 
strikes as criminal folly in all casea where 
the resources of civilization had not been 
exhausted in efforts to avoid theuso of such 
extreme measures. Ho also spoko of strikes 
as tho forlorn hopo of the working people. 
Ho expressed hope that tho result obtained 
by the social labor commission from their 
investigations would be crystallized in a 
question of arbitration which would make 
industrial warfare far more infrequent than 
it now is.

Advices.

A meeting of tho Council of tho British 
Columbia Board of Trade was held yester- 
day morning, President A. C. Flumerfelt 
being in tho chair. The members present 
were Messrs. T. B. Hall, A. L. Belyea, H, 
F. Heisterman, G. Leiser, C. E. Renouf and 
H. E. Cuunon. A number of important 
matters came beforo the council in commun- 
ications which were read. 

Tho Postmaster-General wrote that the 
Government had no objection to the North- 
ern Pacific company's steamers carrying mail 
from tho Orient, but this was a matter for 
the Oriental companies to deal with. Mr.' 
Connon expluined that the department at 
Ottawa must havo misunderstood the re- 
juest of the Board, which was that mail 
ahould bo sent by tlio first steamer leaving 
horo for the Orient instead of being sent to 
San Francisco, as was frequently the caso, 
when quicker despatch could bo had by us- 
ing the N. P. steamers. The question will 
be again taken up with tho Departmunt. 

Mr. Gordon Hunter, Crown Solicitor, 
wroto that he was requested by tho Attorney 
General to state that at the next session of 
the Legislature a bill would be introduced 
to provido for tho registration of partner- 
ships. This letter was received with thanks, 
as there has been a good deal of complaint 
in times past about inconvenienco aud liti- 
gation frequently arising from non-registra- 
tion. 

Mr- VV. G. Androwartha, of Melbourno, 
Australia, inquired, in a long lettor, if tho 
B. C. Board of Trade would co-operate in 
endeavoring to get some Canadian exhibits 
at an international exhibition which ia to 
be hold nextyeurut HobartTowu, Tasmania. 
The exhibition was endorsed, and tho Sec- 
retary will supply tho writer with all iho 
information possible. Those who are in- 
tending exhibitors, or would like some in- 
formation ubout the exhibition, are request- 
ed to communicate with tho B. C. Board of 
Trade. 

Mr. J, B. McKilligan, representing a syn- 
dicate of English capitalists, wished inform- 
ation with regard to cold storage — what 
amount of patronage could bo expected, etc. 
— stating that bis principals were prepared, 
should fair support be received, to go into 
the business on an extensive scale. Mr. 
Flumerfelt said he had had a conversation 
with Mr. McKilligan, who waa not at lib 
erty now to make public tho names of his 
principals, but who had assured him that 
Hon. Col. Baker was acquainted with them 
and could vouch for their bona Gtlea. It 
was decided to call a special meeting to dis- 
cuss the question. 

Tho question of tho relations of landlord 
and tenant was brought up by Mr. Flum- 
erlelt, who spoke of the complaints made 
by furniture dealers especially, who were 
mado the victims of the law very frequent- 
ly. They supplied tho furniture for n 
residence, anil as aoou as il was inside the 
door the landlord could come down and 
seize it for back rent. Mr. Hall did not see 
why landlords should have any prior claim. 
Not ono landlord Buffered for every hundred 
merchants who were "bilked," Aid. Belyea 
drew attention to the difference between the 
Ontario law and that of this Province. Iu 
Ontario the landlord can only seize furui- 
ture, etc., for three months' back rent, the 
balance having to be recovered by suit, the 
same as any other debt. Mr. G. Leiser also 
considered the present law a hardship, and 
after a general discussion it waa decided to 
lay the matter beforo the Provincial Gov- 
ernment. 

Amongst other matters brought up were 
tho following: It was decided to post 
the names of delinquents who had 
not paid their dues, as provided bj 
the by-laws. Tho Sherbrooke and Sag- 
inaw Hoards of Trade promised to assist as 
far as possible in encouraging trade between 
Canada and Australia. The San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce asked the co-opera 
tion of the B. C. Board of Trado in encour 
aging the Nicaraguan canal project, and 
will bo informed that the Board realized tho 
benefits that would result from tho carry 
ing out of the project. Mr. James Hud 
dart, of the Canadian Australian SS. Co., 
wroto regretting exceedingly tho omission 
of Victoria on the company's pamphlets, 
but promised to give it especial prominence 
in tho matter to be minted hereafter. 

The meeting adjourned at noon. 

SEALER ALEXANDER 

Returns to Man Francisco From Her Season's 
Cruise. 

San FiiANorsco, Sept. 5.— Tho Hawaiian 
sealing steamer Alexandor arrived hero yes- 
terday, sixteen days out from Copper Is- 
land.

PJRILVOES AS PASSENGERS. 



The Empress of China mid the No- 
table Travellers Who Made the 
Eleventh Voyage ou Her. 



Both Austrian and Russian Courts Re- 
presented— To Visit tlie Congress of 
Faiths— Curator Fagau's Tour. 



Tho R. M. S. K.nproas of China, R. Aroh 
ibald R. N. R. commanding, completed her 
eloventh homeward voyage yesterday, 
eleven and a half days from Yokohama. 
All on board joined in pronouncing tho trip 
a splendid one, for nothing was lacking to 
make H plcaaurablo. Every^care waa taken 
by tho oilioers to promote tho comfort of 
their guests; tho weather was delightful, 
and the tcdiouanees of the journey was for- 
gotten in tennin, cricket, and other oporto 
on deck, a chess tournament and plenty of 
music in the evenings. In all tho amuse- 
ments arrunged for tho common cdificntioD, 
tho Archduke of Austria and tho Russian 
Prince Galitziuo joined heartily, nor will 
tho music of the Austrian trio — I'rincol'erdi- 
nand and two of his suite — soon bo iorgoc- 
ten by those who had the pleasure of listen- 
ing to it. Tho stay of the Empress at Vic- 
toria was unusually brief, there being only 
eleven Cliineso to land here, and tho tides 
being favorable for the run up to Vancouver. 
Viotoriuns had but a quarter of an hour on 
board tho liner. 

Of course, tho most notablo passanger on 
this voyage was His Imperial and Koyal 
Highness the Archduke Franz Ferdinand, 
heir apparent to the throne of Austria. Ho 
is travelling as plain Count Artstotten, but 
is accompanied by a numerous Buite, the 
chief members of which arc Lt. A. S. do la 
Cerda, I. and R Austrian Navy; Count H. 
Clam-Martinic, Lt. Julius Pronay von Tot- 
prona und Blatincza, and Count Wurbrand- 
Stuppach. The Austrian party did not dis- 
embark here, but will spend a few days 
hunting in tho mountains of British Co- 
lumbia, proceeding then on their tour 
through the United States. 

Frince Galilzino of Russia, though unfor- 
tunate in having lost an arm during his 
military career, iB famous as an athlete, as 
well as for his diplomatic ability. He has 
recently crossed Siberia on horseback, and 
after spending some time at Saghalian 
Island, is now proceeding to St. Peters- 
burg. Ho travels modestly, his valet only 
accompanying him. 

Rev. 0. S. Nottegrand, of Hankow, is 
one of th o best known missionaries in the 
Orient, Ho was a warm personal friend of 
tho two clergymen of his own church who 
wore recently murdered at Sungpu, and 
feels keenly the ac'ion, or rather lack of 
action, of the consul, upon which the Eng- 
lish pross have alro.idy expressed them- 
selves freoly. Dr. Nostegrand is now on 
his way to Chicago, where he will represent 
the Norwegian Lutheran church in tho Con- 
gress of Faiths of the World. 

The distinguished Norwegian is not the 
only messenger c.f the Gospel in foreign 
lands who made the trip to America on the 
Empress. Miss Gushing, who has 'become 
celebrated through her identification with 
missionary work in Japan, wbb a fellow pas- 
senger. Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Fulkerson and 
family have seen service in Southern China, 
and are now returning home; Rev. Mr. and 
Mrs. Wisner and family left tho ship here. 
Mr. Wisner has labored for ton years in 
China in the service of tho Mothodist 
church, and his wife was born in the 
Flowery Kingdom. She speaks Chinese as 
fluently as any China woman, and has been 
of trreat assistance to her husband in his 
•work. They are now bound for Taooma, 
where they meet Mrs. Wisuer's Bister, in 
whoso company they contiiiuo their trip 
through tho United States. Rev. A, H. 
Etty is the military chaplain at Bengal, en- 
joying a well earned furlough. 

Of the militury passengers the best known 
herejis Major Gerrard of the Madras staff 
corps — Captain Gerrard when he left here 
for India last January. Ho has now hidden 
farewell to the service and will make his 
home in this city. Captain Stabbs, R.N.R. 
and Lieut. Dew hurst, R.N.R., havo been 
studying the science of naval war in tho 
Orient and are homeward bound. So aleo is 
Mr.Edmonds.an engineer in the Royal navy. 

Mr. L. F&gan, who with his wife has 
been travelling during the better part of a 
year, holds the important post of curator of 
the British museum, London, to which city 
he is now returning. Dr. C. Forbes, of 
Assam, is going to England on a holiday, 
and Mr. John Walter, of tho London, 
Shanghai and Hongkong Banking Corpora- 
tion visits America to inspect the- various 
agencies of the corporation on thie continent. 

Tho "American " touring contingent is 
made up of Mr. L. D. and Mrs. D. Ahl, of 
Boston, who went out on the Empress in- 
tending to return by the San Francisco line 
but changed their minds; Mr. and Mrs. Aid- 
rich, of New York, who have been " doing " 
Japan; Mr. Monks, Mr. Worthington, Mr. 
Wheeler, Dr. and Mrs. Luikand their three 
daughters with Mr. G. Levi, round-the- 
world travellers; Mr. McNear and Mr. A. 
D. Stillwcll, M.D., Mr. Knapp and Miss 
Pomoroy. 

Toronto is represented among the passen- 
gers by .Mr. A. H. Marsh, Q C, Mr. Mac- 
Culloch, Dr. MoDonagh, Mr. J. MoDonagh, 
and Mr. T. D. McKay, the latter threo of 
whom have been devoting themselves par- 
ticularly to tho wonders of Japan. The 
Oriental contingent is composed of Air. and 
Mrs, Hellyer, tho former a wealthy tea mnr. 
chant of Japan; Mr. and Mrs. Hunt, Mr. 
R, Hunt und tho Misses Hunt, also inter- 
ested in tea; Mr, J. W. Jamieson, manager 
of the Wharf and Lighting company, of 
Tagu, China, now on leave; Mr, J. P. Mc- 
E ven, of Hongkong; and Mrs. Blisoh, of 
Singapore 

'i'ne only other names appearing on tho 
passenger list arc tlios ; ! of Mr. Arai, Airs. 
Church, Mr. Colton, Mr. Kosuki, Mr. 
Okuna, Mr. Oiso, and Mr. Jokul. Tho Em- 
press had as usual a heavy tea cargo, which 
will be hurried through to tho East. Tho 
only sailH sighted on the trip were those of 
the C.P.R. tea ship which left Yokohama 
on August 22, and which, waa passed 200 
iinles out. Two other tea ships, also under 
C.P.R. charter, were left behind, tho 
one just leaving Kobe and tiio other Yoko- 
hama. The Empress was delayed in coming 
up the Straits by dense fog. 



"TO SEATTLE AND BACK." 

To the Editou : — Uudor this heading, 
in your issue of to day, was published a 
statement and an address, signed by E. J. 
Salmon and 92 othors. That statement and 
address represent hut one side of tho pic- 
ture and ia only part of the truth, and this 
is tho other : When aboufmidway betwoon 
Victoria and Seattle, E. J. Salmon, on be- 
half of himself and tho other por- 
tion of the- clique who ran this excursion, be- 
gan to canvass tho otherpassengers ouoby ono 
to couuont to stay over at Seattlo all night 
and leave there at S a.m. on Sunday, at the 
same timo Doing very particular to impress 
upon each in turn that tho greater number 
ol tho others had agreed to do so. Thote 
wore to my knowledgo ono male and threo 
other families, conaiatingof threo males, live 
females and ono baby in arms, who pro- 
tested against any such unlawful breaking 
of contract, and insisted upon leaving Seat- 
tle the same evening. But, us u 
matter of fact, thoro were • two 
hundred passengers on board, as Btated 
by E. J. Salmon and his colleagues, both in 
tho Seattle Poet-intelligencer of Sept. 3, 
and Victoria Times of Sept. 2, out of which 
number signed tho above uddreas, and 
there wore, therefore, 107 who disapproved 
of tho above high-handed proceeding. It 
will be clearly seen that tho "special re- 
quest" wuu of thoso who ropresontod tho 
A.O.F., as against tho convenience, comtort 
and e.xpenso of tho general public. Four 
ladies of two families wero olfered a state- 
room by ono of tho crow as a bribo 
to ogreo to tho proposition, and 
were entreated to accept same by tho cap- 
tain hut the oiler was refused with tho ro- 
mark that such uccoptanco would not tako 
them hack to Victoria. They had left Vic- 
toria on tho faith of tho terma Btated upon 
the ticket, namely to return from Seattlo 
the same evening and that they demanded.. 
There is little doubt had they been an un- 
known quantity or ono of tho " upper ten " 
their demands would havo met with a quick 
response, but they had to submit to bo 
jumped upon by tho powers that be. As 
to tho address, it only remains to bo stated 
that it w-s got up and signed 
when the boat waa nearly homo 
and it was with dilliculty that tho cap 
tain waa persuaded to hear it read, but 
from tho figures (not mine) of thoao re- 
sponsible for this high-handed proceeding, 
this address was signed by only a minority 
of tho passengers. Finally, I would say 
that thirteen male and five fomalo passon- 
gers lay in the Baloon all night, with no 
covering, and some of them starved with 
cold ; that ono fomalo loft Victoria with 
§1 50, out of which she had to make a pur- 
chase in Seattle. After she had paid for 
that and a meal, sho had only enough to 
buy a pieco of cheeso and a ten cent loaf 
and had ten cents in cash; about 7 a.m., 
Sunday, she asked tho Steward if he would 
serve her with a cup of tea as cheap as tho 
store. Ho gave her a cup, with which sho 
ate some of her dry ten cent loaf, He nmdo 
the same offer to my wife and child, which 
was refused. Now, sir, I am sure that no 
society other than tho A.O.F. would havo 
sanctioned an excursion to bo bo conducted, 
and it is to be hoped that tho owners of the 
Joan will never again allow themselves to 
be used by that socioty, and ao prevent such 
another gross abuae of public coutidenco.

HOPS AT SAANICH. 

To tiik Editou:— Some of your readors 
may bo unaware that hops aro cultivated on 
more than one farm in the beautiful and fer- 
tile district of North Saanich. A good 
many years ugo thero wero, probably, more 
acres under this particular crop than thero 
aro now; but in those days the English 
market was inaccessible, and the Americans 
shut out Canadian hops by a prohibitive 
duty, und so many gardena were grubbed 
up. Somo growers, however, held on, 
notably Messrs. Towner, Moses Downey 
and Wain, and, probably, they havo never 
had cause to regret doing ao. Just now 
their gardens are a beautiful eight, rich 
with tho graceful clusters and festoona of 
golden fruit, Last year the aphis created 
Ireadful havoc ; but, to-day. the gardens 
arc as free as possible from this pest. This 
may bo accounted for from tho fact 
that growers took warning from pre- 
vious experience, and provided them- 
selves with spraying machines, and usod 
them in good time, or it may bo 
that tho season has been unfavorable to tho 
growth of the pest, The industry, bids fair 
to be on the increase, Mr. Breeds, of Oak- 
hurst, having planted a garden of ton acres, 
which ia showing an unusually large crop 
for first year's plants, and other farmers 
having announced their intention of plant- 
ing this season. Thero is no reason that 
hop growing should not be established on a 
very largo scale, as all the bottom land at 
Sdunieh seems eminently suited to tho hop, 
and samples huve boon turned out of a su- 
perior quality to those grown in Washing- 
ton. Ono of the causes which may impede 
tho establishment of the industry at Saanich 
is the unwillingness ahown by holders of 
land to cut up their properties, but time 
and demand will very likely remedy this, 
and it is to be hoped that it may bo ao, for 
hop growing, besides being profitable to tho 
farmer, employs u number of hauda and in- 
variably increases tho prosperity of any dis- 
trict whero it is largely worked. Tho rich 
aoil of Saanich, if proporly handled would 
undoubtedly employ more hands and bring 
more wealth into tho country than ever was 
or could he dono by tho sealing business ; 
nor need there bo any fear of overfilling tho 
market, for last year tho "shortage " in the 
world's supply was upwards of sixty 
thousand to.<8.

evidence dearly shows that cholera is a 
filth disease of specific charaoter, carried by 
dirty peoplo to dirty places, and there 
oproad by the uao of dirty water. With 
pure water, pure air, puro soil and pure 
habits, cholera need not be fcarod by any 
nation or by any individual." 

Ho Bays that "to Snow belongs the great 
honor of boing tho first to recognize water 
as a medium of disseminating oholora." 
Following up tho discovery of Snow and 
otherB, l)r, Hart says that in 1800 he was 
instrumental in t-racing tho disuBtroua 
oholera epidemio of that year in East Lou- 
don to tho distribution of polluted and par- 
tially filtered water from tho river Lea, by 
tho East London Company. "Since that 
startling oxperionce," continues Dr. Hart, 
"I havo been convinced that specifically pol- 
luted water is not merely an occaaion 
or adjuvant eauso, hut tho coiwa cauaaiia of 
almost ovory great epidemic of Asiatic 
oholora, and I havo observed that when 
tho uso of tho infected water has been 
abandoned or cut oil' tho epidemio has 
ceased. Theso views have been fully 
borne out by olose observation of caoh 
successive cholera outbreak within tho 
last thirty yoars." 

This short pussngo, giving tho experi- 
ence of a practical physician, ia hotter 
than volumes of theorizing by philosophers, 
so-called. It is clear that tho first thing 
that the inhabitants of a city which is 
threatened with cholera must do is to ex- 
amine tho nature of its water supply. If 
it ia impure their c ondition is perilous; if 
it is pure they aro, with reasonable care, 
in no danger. 



THE WRONG ALTERNATIVE. 

Mr. Wilmot, in his letter to tho City 
Council, writing about the surfaco drain 
through tho School Reserve, says : " The 
question to bo considered is whethor direct 
house connection with the drain ia to ho por 
mitted temporarily until Eitch time as sewers 
can be provided or tho sewage from tho 
houses to bo allowed to run in open gutters 
and find its way into tho drains through 
catch basins or gully traps, and so contiuuo 
the nuisance at present complained of." 

The City Engineer could have put the 
alternative in a much more concise and a 
greatly clearer manner if he had said, "The 
question to be considered is, whether tho 
Council shall carry out tho Surfaco Drain 
by-law strictly and in good faith or whether 
it shall boldly and flagrantly violate it 
by converting the surface drains into 
sewers." This is exactly what somo 
of the Councillors propose, and what 
the City Engineer in a halting kind of way 
shows a disposition to sanction. We aro in- 
clined to make every allowance for the City 
Engineer, for some of tho men he has to 
deal with havo very little consideration for 
a city official who does not do what they in 
their ignorance and Belf-sufficiency consider 
right. But we do think that he might havo 
hesitated before he gave his professional 
sanction to an arrangement, even if it 
s'tould be temporary, whichismostobjection- 
ablo from many points of view. According 
to Mr. Wilmot, a most disgraceful and an 
unutterably nasty stato of things exists in 
tho part of the town about which ho writes. 
The sewage from tho houses is allowed to 
run in opon gutters. Is this possiblo '! We 
should like to see Mr. Wilmot's definition 
of "sewage." Is there any part of this city 
in which what is generally understood as 
"aewago" ia allowed to run in open gutters '! 
If this is the caae, what have the city au- 
thorities been about to permit such an abom- 
ination ? It is bad enough to have tho 
drainage from kitchen Binks carried off in 
gutters, but that such a disposition should 
be made of " sewago "—such sewage as 
would bo carried into tho Burfaco drainB if 
they were connected with the houses — is in- 
credible. 

The City Engineer scorns to think that 
the continuation of " tho nuisance at pres- 
ent complained of " in another form is al- 
lowable, at least temporarily. Mr. Wilmot 
says that the surface drains will carry off 
tiio sewage from houses that is not disposed 
of by the scavenger. But, if tho house con- 
nections are to be made (temporarily), who 
is to guarantee that tho scavenger will be 
employed at all? Will not the principal 
object of making the connection with tho 
Burface drain bo to enable tho householder 
to dispenso with tho scavenger 1 Will net 
tho violation of tho city by-law, contem- 
plated by somo of tho Councillors, result in 
making the surfaco drains nuisanceB, and ia 
it not certain that the more generally tlioao 
drains aro uaed as sewers tho greater nui- 
sances they will be '! 

Wo trust that the City Council will en- 
quire into tho sanitary condition ot tho part 
of tho eity about which Mr. Wilmot writes 
and will exerciso its authority not to con 
tinuo tho nuisances that oxiat thero^but to 
abato them thoroughly and at once. 



THE CAUSE OF THE CHOLERA. 

Dr. Ernest Hart, editor of tho British 
Medical Journal contributes an article to 
tho August number of tho North American 
Review, in which ho tolls tho world how 
cholora can bo stamped out. Ho deals with 
his subject in a practical manner. His stylo 
is forcible and torse. Ho writeB, too, us 
ono having authority. Ho believes that he 
has found tho cause of cholora, and having 
discovered what brings tho dread disease on 
he is, happily, able to show how it can bo 
stamped out. Ho says in the opening 
paragraph of his urticlo : 

" Eor my own part, I think it is high 
time that theso old notions wero put aaido, 
and that tho spread of cholera should ho 
looked at practically in tho light of tho 
accumulated evidenco afforded by all tho 
great epidemics of the past. That accumu- 
luted, and, unhappily, still accumulating, 



and stump speakers havo been ondowed 
with tho gift of prophecy. It is known how 
ridiculously they havo failed in the past to 
forecast tho future, and thinking nion natur- 
ally conclude that thoir present guesses aro 
no more worthy of sorious consideration 
than thoir paat surmiseB. 

The Government's trade policy, as ex- 
pounded by Sir John Thompson, is reason- 
able ; it iB what tho country wunts, and we 
have no doubt that, iu Bplte of the predic- 
tions of tho prophets of tho Opposition, it 
will bo faithfully aud judiciously carried out. 

THE PROPER COURSE. 

Wo aro glad to sco that tho City Council 
has at last made up its mind to take tho 
opinion of the city barrister on tho legality 
of making house connections with tho sur- 
faco drainB. This ia what ought to have 
boen done at first. No householder should 
have been permitted to connect his residonce 
with a surfaco drain until tho Council had 
boen assured by its law udviBers that it had 
a logal right to uso the surfaco drains as 
sowers. If this had been dono at tho right 
timo the Council would havo shown that it 
has a desiro to respect tho laws of its own 
making and to keep faith with tho ratepay 
era who empowered it to contract a loan to 
construct surface drains and not sowers.

A SOUND POLICY. 



A RARE CHA 
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ALBION HOUSE 



Tho Toronto Globo begins an article on 
tho "Two Wolicios" with the following sen- 
tences : 

Sir John Thompson, being questioned at 
Ottawa as to the Government programme 
on the matter of tariff reform, said that his 
belief was that extensive improvements 
would bo made in the tariff, both aa to mat- 
ters of principle and administration. He 
went on to express u strong personal inclin- 
ation that tho legislation on tho subject 
should keep pace with tho modifications 
which arc required to bo adopted owing to 
the changing circumstances of tho country, 
"No one," Sir John said, "can doubt that 
changes are going rapidly forward as the 
country progresses and as the various in 
terests become developed." 

This muBt appear to every sensible Cana- 
dian to be an eminently reasonable view of 
tho requirements of tho trade situation. 
According to tho Globe's representation of 
Sir John Thompson's intentions with regard 
to the tariff, he is prepared to make extensive 
improvements as to matters of prineiplo and 
administration. What more than this could 
the most oxaoting opponont require, and 
this, wo aro quitosure, is all that the Liboral- 
ConBervativcs of the Dominion, as a party, 
expect. The country now knows that the 
Government do not intend rigidly to adhere 
to the trade policy hitherto pursued by the 
Conservatives, and which haa so often and 
eo emphatically boen approved by the elec- 
tors, They propose to make f,uch changes as 
tho altered circumstances of tho country de- 
mand. They do not intend to abandon the 
policy of protection to nativo industry or to 
adopt the indefinite policy of a tariff solely 
for revenue, for the Premier said " we have 
no idea of adopting the notion that tho in- 
dustries of tho country should be completely 
sacrificed to tho doctrines of the Opposition 
in favor of a tariff professedly based on 
revenue requirements only." Notwithstand- 
ing all that has been said and written to 
tho contrary, wo are very for indeed from 
boing convinced that the peoplo of this Do- 
minion aro tired of tho policy of protection. 
It has been abundantly proved that Liberals 
as well as Coneervatives wish to Bee tho in- 
dustries of the country receiving a reason- 
able amount of protection. Tho opposition 
has for many years been against tho degree 
of protection rather than against protection 
itself. N^o aro fully convinced that if tho 
tariff wero framod with tho object of pro- 
ducing revenue alone, if all protective duties 
were removed, and if native industries wero 
left to struggle ugainst tho competition of 
the United States, Great Britain, Germany 
and other nations, the first men to complain 
would bo Liberals. Men of that party havo 
benefitted, and benefitted largely, by tho 
protection extended to them by the National 
Policy, and they would cry out iuobL 
bitterly if the protective duties which havo 
been advantageous to them were removed. 
Some of thorn may givo a not very en- 
thusiastic support to tho latest Liberal 
trade policy, for they know that if their 
party were once in power it would havo 
to shape tho tariff for revonuo only in such 
a way as would givo them tho pro- 
tection thoy have hitherto boen en- 
joying.. Tho Lihorala would, no 
doubt, as they havo done before, 
call tho protection of their tariff " incidental 
protection." This is a phraso as conveni" 
ently ambiguous aa the ono "a tariff for 
revenue only," which tho exigencies of the 
political situation havo compelled them to 
adopt. But, howevor it may be disguised, it 
is, wo are fully convinced, not a policy which 
oven tho Liberals, if an attempt were made 
honestly to carry it into effect, would ap- 
prove. Tho policy outlined by Sir John 
Thompson, a policy that, while it does not 
ubjmdon tho principle of protection, may be 
modified so aa to suit tho changes both at 
homo and abroad, is the ono which tho 
people of Canada generally deaire. 

Tho only objection which the Liberals can 
raise to Sir John Thompson's policy is that 
it will not bo carriod out in good faith. 
This is tho trick of controversy which Lih- 
orala in all parts of tho Dominion are now 
practising. Thoy have transformed them- 
solves into a brigado of prophets. Thoy 
profess to know exactly how thoir 
opponents will act iu tho future. Of courso, 
the lino of policy which thoy traco for 
the Conservatives is opposed to the interests 
of tho country. But wo do not think that 
peoplo generally will admit that Grit editors

Programme of Ihs Long and Pleasant 
Trip— A Russian Military autl 
Diplomatic Veteran. 

For a brief half hour yestorduy, during 
which timo tho big white Empress of China 
Bwung around with tho tido as she Uy at 
anchor oil' the Outer whurf, Victorin had as 
her guests two real princes — tho ono heir- 
presumptive to tho throne and crown oi 
Austria, and tho other the representative of 
an ancient aud noblo Russian house, Both 
camo across tho Pacific as Empress passen- 
gers, and both continued their journey to 
Vancouver. 

Prince Ferdinand D'Este, Archduko of 
Austria, sailed from TrioBto on December 14 
last on a voyage round tho world. Tho 
cruiser Kaiserin Elizabeth waa at his com- 
mand, and with his suite ho utilized this 
splendid warship for tho first stages of his 
journey. Bombay, Hyderabad und Gwalior 
wero visited, then Calcutta and the north- 
west provinces, sight-seeing being the rulo 
in Darjeeling, Delhi, Agru and Benares, und 
Joypore, Jodhpur und Clwar furnishing 
royal sport. 

At Colombo tho Priuco was royally enter- 
tainod, and the feasting and celebruting was 
ontinued ull along the lino of his tour, so 
that sinco leaving Austria be has been tho 
hero of a perpetual carnival. In spite of 
his inability to speak English, most of tho 
ountries he has visited uro under the Eng- 
lish Crown or influence, and everywhere ho 
has received a hearty British welcome. 
Egypt, India, Ceylon, Australia, New 2ou- 
land, Noumea (New Caledonia), New 
Hebrides, Solomon Inlands, Port Moresby 
(New Guinea), Thursday Island, Amboinu, 
Soerabaya, Sarawak, Hongkong, Shanghai 
and Japan — theso aro tho headings in tho 
Prince's notebook, and now British Colum- 
bia and tho United States will ho added to 
and will complete the list. 

The Japaneso lost no opportunity of doing 
honor to their distinguished visitor while 
tho Archduke was in tho island Empire. 
Banquets at tho Imperial Palace, receptions, 
fetes, reviows, dakiu, theatre parties, ro- 
views followed so uiuocly upon each other 
that tho Prince must havo wearied 
with tho attentions of his hoBpituble 
hOBts, much as ho appreciated their 
manifest friendliness. During hi3 stay 
in Japan tho Princo showed his 
humanity, though at the timo considerable 
adverse comment was mude, by declining 
to bo presont ut a military review in his 
honor when the heut must have prostrated at 
least a portion of the troops. Finally tho 
festivities wero brought to an end with fire- 
works in abundance, tho decoration by tho 
Mikado himself of tho royal guest with tho 
first inBi'gnia of tho order of tho Chrysan- 
themum, and the suspension of an unfortu- 
nate native newspaper for assorting that 
tho Prince shone mora brightly as a student 
than a soldier, and wai more fitted by na- 
ture and education to fill a professor's chair 
than a throne.

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THE GEARY LAW. 

No Money to Deport Chinese Even ir They 
Don't Holster. 

Los Akoeles, Sept. 4. — When tho 
United States District court was opened 
this morning by Judge Ross, United States 
District Attorney Dennis informed tho 
judgo that he had received a telegram from 
Attoriioy-Ueneral Oluoy, in which Oluoy 
stated that Secretary of tho Treasury Car- 
lisle had informed him that there are no 
funds to execute tho Geary law, so far as 
the same provides for tho deportation of 
Chinese who have not procured certificates 
of residence. Tho case of Chin Shong Yuen 
was then taken up and tried. Ho whb ar- 
rested under tho registration cf Chinese 
of the Geary law. An attempt wus made 
to provo that tho Chinaman was a merchant 
because ho and others woro ussociated to- 
gether in working a farm and selling vege- 
tables. Judi>o Robs held that ho was a 
laborer in tho meaning of tho law, and that 
a nrima facie case of deportation be made 
out. Judgo Ross reaorved his docision. 

INTERNATIONAL TROUBLE. 

The .Mexican and the United States Dispute 
on the Rio Grande Boundary. 

Washington- City, Sept. 1.— Tho Mexi- 
can boundary trouble is in statu quo. A 
telegram from Mujor Keiga, commander of 
the United States troops ut tho scene of tho 
trouble, dated yesterday at Havana rancho 
and received at tho war department to-day, 
states that four troops of the Mexican 
cavalry from Reynos, under Colonel Man- 
eiro, arrived at tho Havana rancho on Sat- 
urday. Yesterday Major Keigs, Colonel 
Maneiro and an engineer officer of the 
Mexican forces went over the disputed 
ground. Tho Mexican officers claimed that 
the original pieco of land whore tho sheep 
were seized is on Mexican toil, and they 
also contended that tho place where tho 
Mexican customs officers, now under urrest 
by the United States troops, tried to drive 
the sheep across tho river is in Mexico. 
Major Keigs states that tho whole matter 
depends on certuiu dry heds of tho old 
channels of the river, and the Mexicans 
claim a channel as a boundary. Tho grant- 
ing of this claim would throw the disputed 
land into Mexican territory. Major Keiqs 
contends that the land is undoubtedly in 
Texas. 

DRIVING Til Ell OUT. 

"White Men Won't Have Chinese Working In 
Oregon Hop Fields. 

Portland, Sept. 5. — In the vicinity of 
Kattervtlle, Marion county, are over 500 
acres of hops, the picking cf which begins 
on Wednesday. For several days past 
Chinese, who had been contracted for 
some time ago, have been going in and 
distributing themselves among tho various 
hop yards till some 500 wero there. Dur- 
ing tho same time white mon with their 
wives and families have been collecting at 
Butterfield to tho numher of 300, in tho 
hope of obtaining work in tho hop iieldB 
but they were told that the help needed 
had been engaged. Last night two housts 
occupied by Chinese, who had hop gardens, 
were blown up, but no one was killed. This 
morning seventy-five white men started out 
and gathered up thirty Chinese at one 
ranch and fifty-six at another, took them to 
the river and put them on a boat which 
arrived here this evening. Tho hop grow- 
ers offered no resistance, but said the Chi- 
nese had been engaged when white labor 
could not be procured. Tho whiles intend 
to send away all Chinese from Rutterville. 
No violence hai been used, the Chinese 
offering no resistance. 

AN ENGLISH SENSATION. 

Young Hambrough Thought to Be Killed by 
Ills Friend to Get Insurance 
Money. 

London, Sept. 4. — Public interest in tho 
case of young Hambrough, tho son of i 
Major in the British army, has been renew 
ed by tho exhuming of his body at Ventnor, 
Isle of Wight. Hambrough was Bhot while 
hunting near Lough Fyne, last week. His 
life was insured in a New York company, 
diid tho inquiries made by the agentB of the 
company cuuaed the Scotch authorities to 
make an investigation. Tho result was 
that the body was disinterred to-day. The 
fact that tho fatal wounds were in the back 
of the head and tho additional fact that the 
shot whicli inflicted the wounds had como 
from the gun of his friend Munson, a cousin 
of the Irish Viceroy, Lord Houghton, who 
was his companion at tho time of the shoot- 
ing, led to aBuspicion that the death w 
not accidental. After the body had be 
exhumed the head was photographed hetore 
and uftor being disinterred. 

The father of Mr. Hambrough, who was 
present at the exhumation, said that his 
son's life was insured in two policies of £10,- 
000 each. Iheaa policies had been assigned 
to Mrs. Munson. 

Mr. Hambrough expressed the opinion 
that hia son had been the victim of foul play, 
The post mortem examination made by the 
coroner showed that young Hambrougb's 
hair was not singed, as would have been tho 
case if he had accidentally shot himself, end 
the inference i3, therctoro, that tho fata' 
shots were fired from a distance. 

A crowd of ghouls waited at the cemetery 
throughout the night, eager to witness the 
exhumation of tho hody, but they were rig 
orously excluded from the cemetery. 

LABOR DAY. 

Nearly a Million -Men Take Part In Proces 
slons Throughout the United States. 

BROOKLYN, Sept. 5. — Tho wage-earners 
of Brooklyn turned out 11,000 strong, to 
take part, yesterday, in tho two principal 
labor processions. Tho Anarchists refused 
to take part in the first parade, because no 
red digs were carried. 

ClUC/Sao, Sept. 5.— Tho labor parade, 
yesterday, was one of tho biggest demon- 
strations ever made by tho working clastes 
in this country. It is estimated thut tho 
total number in line was 75,000. 

New York, Sept. 5. — Labor demonstra- 
tions are being held in tho large cities in all 
parts of the country. It is calculated that 
in tho neighborhood of three-quarters of a 
million workingmen participated in the 
various demonstrations. 

Washington, Sept. 5. — Labor day was 
observed by a parade ui d oxcursion of the 
Brickluyers' ussouiiktion. A number of 
other organizations juined the excursionists. 

Boston, Sept. 5. — Nearly 15,000 men 
paraded yesterday. Elaborate floata and fit- 
ting mottoeB wero displayed. 

San Francisco, Sept. 5.— For tho first 
timo in eight years tho labor unions, of San 
Francisco allowed Labor day to pass with- 
out a parade. Organized labor is in ao good 
a condition at present as it was last yoar, 
jmd laBt yoar over 1000 men were in tho 
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Labor day procession. But the finances of 
the unions wero thought by the labor leaders 
to bo in too precarious a condition to justify 
tho expense of a parade. There wero exer- 
cises in tho afternoon and a ball last even- 
ing. 

ORMONDE IN CALIFORNIA. 

Tho Grent English Ilorso Reaches the Pacific 
Coast. 

San Francisco, Sept. 5.— Tho English 
stallion Ormonde, which was purchased by 
\V. O. B. Macdonough for $150,000, arrived 
at his California home, yesterday, after the 
long journey from Buenos Ayres, by way of 
England and New York. Tho equino 
palace car in which Ormonde and a 
nuiriber of brood mares with foals made 
the trip across the continent was switched 
off the overland trail at Niles and run 
down to Redwood City. Ormonde is in 
splendid condition, and, as far las appear- 
ances are concerned, has not been fatigued 
by his long journey. Samson, the groom, 
who has hud charge of him since he left 
England, says tho stallion does not weigh 
a pound less after his travels, and the same 
may be said of the other horses with him. 

SUNDAY SCHOOL CONVENTION. 

Representatives From Many Nations Meet in 
St- Louis. 

Sr. Louis, Sept. 5. — The second meeting 
of I ho World's Sunday School Convention 
met yesterday, representatives of IS.'!, 390 
Sunday schools, 1,999,500 teachers and 
17,710,212 pupils being present. Tho retir- 
ing president, Mr. Helsy, delivered an ad- 
dross, tracing the results of tho World's 
Convention of 18S9. Among other things 
he praiBed the American system of organiza- 
tion, which is largely adopted now by Eng- 
lish Sunday school workers. A letter of re- 
gret from Lord und Lady Aberdeen was 
read, and addresses by a number of foreign 
delegates on Sunday school work in Europe 
listened to. B. F. Jacobs, of Illinois, was 
elected to the presidency by a unanimous 
vote, as were also all the other nominees. 
Among them are : Vice-President, F. F. 
Selsri, London ; recording secretary, Marion 
Lawrence, Ohio ; enrolling socrotary, S. E. 
Gill, Pennsylvania ; statistical secretary, 
E. Payson Porter, New York. Greetings 
were cabled to Suuday school conventions 
in session to-day in Glasgow and Hamburg. 
At the afternoon session many addresses 
were heard on the work of the •organization. 

TARIFF REVISION. 

United States Government Asked to Reduce 
Duties on Potatoes, Onions and 
Grapes. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.— Yesterday wit- 
nessed tho beginning of the hearings by the 
Ways and MeanB committee of representa- 
tives of protected industries preparatory to 
framing tho new tariff bill. Representatives 
of the potato and onion growers of the Ber- 
muda Islands wero present and asked for a 
reduction of the duty on these articles, on 
the ground that they are almost prohibi- 
tive; that they do not compete with native 
products, coming in before tho latter, and 
becauso Bermuda buys much more than it 
sells. 

The next to he heard was an importer of 
Malaga grapes, who asked for a reduction 
to a specific duty of 25 cents per barrel. 
These grapes grow no place' else in the 
world, although grapes similar in kind are 
grown in California. The difficulty is that 
tiie California grape does not keep well, so 
that in the months of January and February 
tho Malaga grape is the only grape on salo 
in this country. About 250,000 barrels of 
these grapes aro annually imported. Tho 
revenue amounted to §150,000. The im- 
porter said ho did not advocate placing these 
grapes on the freo list, as he believed the60 
Importations should pay a fair and equitable 
tribute to this country. Were grapes put 
on tho free list, however, he did not think 
tho domestic product would suffer. If tho 
duty was reduced or grapes placed on the 
free li<t tho import.ition would increase to 
•100,000 barrels. Wero the importation to 
iucreaso to this point, tho price per barrel 
would decrease 50 cents on account of tho 
larger supply, and grapes would bo placed 
Within reach of many people now debarred. 
Ho denied that tho retail price of these 
grapes hud ruled lower since the passage of 
tho McKinlcy law. 

The committee then adjourned until to- 
morrow, when representatives of cement 
and silk culture will have a hearing.

They are filmy fluffs and puffs of white 
and pale tinted silk muslin, still white 
mull or lace. They aro not much larger 
than one's hand, but they aro so pert and 
coquettish, so dainty and cute, that ev- 
erybody will wear them. The most of 
them are white, with a rosetto of baby 
ribbon, or a tiny tuft of marabout, or a 
osprey aigrette, or a small bunch of 
small ami delicate flowers. Ono was 
made of black dotted net over fine mull, 
with a full quilling of lace over mull 
and a small bunch of blue velvet forget- 
menota in the front, which raised the 
quilling to a coquettish point. A few 
havo a butterfly bow made of fine thread 
lace, the ends of the laco falling back- 
ward' over the hair in a barb. 

As nearly as ono can judge from pres- 
ent indications the lfSuO styles will be ac- 
centuated for the fall and winter, most 
particularly for all home costumes and 
most street gowns. I was shown in an- 
other placo a round dozen of gowns be- 
ing made for Sarah Bernhardt, who sent 
her own designs for them, but it seems 
that sho laid no restrictions on their re- 
production, for several of them are being 
copied, and ono was just finished and be- 
ing tried on by a young American lady 
now purchasing her wedding outfit. 
This special gown was of peach blow 
satin duchess, with full skirt plain 
from top to bottom, but of the richest 
goods, and the skirt was stiffened about 
to the knees. Thero was a moss green 
Velvet belt and dull gold buckle. The 
sleeves were gigot, very largo and very 
long, so that thero were wrinkles all 
down the arms. Tho waist was niado 
with a yoke, which was pointed in front 
and on the back, while tho rest was gath- 
ered in to the belt. Thero was a. high 
double ruff of fine white lace at the neck. 

Tho modiste has a colored design to 
show how the hair should bo dressed to 
bo in full keeping with this quaint gown, 
Tho hair is parted in tho middle and 
laid high upon each temple in looso 
curls. The back is a French twist, with 
a narrow high square comb, over which 
is laid a puff of tho hair, and this ia held 
by a large double bow of pink gauzo rib- 
bon. I forgot to mention that tho skirt 
is cut demitrain. It makes a lovely 
gown. Tho bertha is of duchess laco 
and is plaited full on tho shoulders and 



finished with small bows of ribbon tho 
exact shade of the satin. 

A tour of all the exporting bouses and 
tho dressmakers shows that black ia to 
bo tho prevailing color, and black and 
white either in stripes or very largo 
plaids will ho very much worn. These 
plaids havo designs, somo of them over n 
foot square, but the}- aro not at all vul- 
gar, as tho lines and squares aro made 
up in now combinations that show an 
agreeable surface. It does not look 
plaidy, but has an evenness that causes 
you to forget the crossed lines. Many of 
them have the pattern bias, or diamond 
shaped. Tho all black dross materials 
are superb in fineness, bloom and design, 
and tho different patterns in brocade, 
basket weave, stripes and swivel brocado 
aro beautiful and highly artistic. Tho 
silk warp henriettas and similar fabrics 
aro simply exquisite and moro distin- 
guished than silk. Thero is also a long 
list of grays with black or white, or 
both, threads thrown in irregularly, 
making indistinct stripes and plaids, 

Thero aro many novelties in colored 
woolen goods, but nothing very interest- 
ing. The toned reps and tweeds of last 
season aro again put forward with some 
new colors and combinations, but every 
one here says it will be a great black and 
white season, aud that very largo plaids, 
made mostly on tho bias, will bo worn 
very generally. I am sorry, for I am 1 oo 
littlo for big plaids, and I look too in- 
significant for anything in all bl»ck. 
But tho greatest {rood for tho greatest 
number is my motto. 

The Champs Elj-sees, instead of being 
deserted, is more crowded than ever of 
an afternoon or Sunday, but it has a dif- 
ferent class, aud these pooplo aro all on 
foot, a few in hired carriages, and a good 
many on bicycles, and I must say that it 
is a pretty sight to notice the possibilities 
of lawn and ordinary cotton goods. Few- 
wear anything but washable dresses, but 
tho colors aro so well chosen, tho dresses 
so exquisitely neat and so well made that 
they are more than pretty. No speck or 
spot of soil is seen on one. Tho hands 
aro covered with well fitting cotton or 
silk gloves, the boots or low shoes aro so 
trim, and tho hat always just what it 
should be, and the indescribable air of 
the woman who respects her dress isover 
them all. A Frenchwoman is French 
through and through, and neatness and 
tho sense of the fitness of things are born 
in her. 

Tho bicycle costumes aro wonderful, 
and some of them aro more than vulgar, 
as persons who wear them evidently do 
so for the purpose of making a display 
of their figures. But thero are hundreds 
of nice girls who enjoy a rido and who 
dress neatly and in a modest way, but 
French tasto makes it necessary for them 
to add a fow littlo touches of bright 
color or trimming to the otherwise rather 
sober dress. Ono pretty bicycling cos- 
tume might please some of our young 
ladies, so I will describe it. Tho skirt 
was of light brown cheviot, and it reach- 
ed to tho ankle nearly, and was edged 
with a band of persian embroidery. 
There was a belt and the forearm sleeves 
of the same, and a low collar also of tho 
persian work. The blouse was of crepon, 
a shade darKer than the skirt. The sailor 
bat was of white straw, with brown rib- 
bon. The brown was on tho snuff shade, 
which is an excellent one not to show 
dust. Tho feet are encased in dainty 
laced boots with brown cloth tops. No 
French girl would wear a tennis shoo 
nor one with a low flat heel to save her 
life. Sho just simply couldn't. 

By tho way, one sees a good many 
laced shoes now — pretty, high prunella 
boots with varnished tips and laced with 
silk cords. On tho tops are littlo silk 
tassels or round silk pompons hanging 
by silken cords. They are very neat and 
pretty, particularly for children. Theso 
booteea como well up above tho anklo 
and aro sometimes scalloped and some- 
times plain. 

Among the places visited in search of 
tho fashionable instead of tho pictur- 
esque I found a glove house, and thero

was told that the prettiest gloves would 
have lace insertings near tho top and 
that somo of tho nicest evening gloves 
would have embroidery or fine steel bead- 
ing and that black glace kid would bo 
the elegant glove of tho season. They 
aro making them, however, for tho 
American market in quite showy colors. 
Do they think we are a pack of savages, 
I wonder? Gray dressed kid in two, 
three and four buttons will bo much 
worn, and where practicable gloves will 
match the colors in gowns. 

I am also told that thero will bo quite 
a run on Marie Antoinette scarfs and 
fichus in mull, muslin and laco, nearly 
all finished with plain ruffles, grilled or 
fluted. 

As to wraps, they will bo "so various" 
that it would bo difficult to mention 
them all, but the Spanish or military 
capo of velvet, cloth or plush, lined with 
satin, will be the best favorite for dress, 
and the long array of smart jackets will 
just suit the young and tho busy women. 
The lapels and tho collars aro wide and 
striking, and besides them thero is a 
legion of short wraps of laco, silk and 
velvet, not differing widely from thoso 
of spring. Many rich carriage wraps 
will bo of maletasse and black plush 
richly embroidered in black silk in su- 
perb raised figures

Wants to Coin Silver. 

New York, Sept. 6. — A special from 
Washington to the Daily America Buys that 
the President will ask Congress to authorizo 
the coinage of tho silver bullion in the 
treasury.

San Francisco, Sept. 5. — U. S. District 
Judge .Morrow has overruled the demurrer 
ot Wm. Olsen, owner of the schooner Louise 
Olaen, to tho indictment charging him 
with smuggling Chinese into tho United 
Stutes. Olson's plea was that tho confisca- 
tion by tho Government of his vessel Bhould 
operate as a bar to his prosecution, but the 
court holds it insufficient. 

Cotton Broiler Broke, 

Fall Rivek, MaBs. , Sept. 5,— The in- 
vestigation in cotton broker Hathaway's 
case has boon of a strictly private nature, 
but sufficient has been developed to warrant 
the statement that the banks will call for 
criminal proceedings. At present Mr. 
Hathaway is confined to his house from 
nervous prostration, being attended by two 
physicians. Outside the house two patrol- 
men in citizen dress aro watching that no 
escape can be made.

There is consider- 
able uneasiness about her non-appearance.

San Francisco, Sept. *5.— John Austin, 
postmaster at Agua Calliente, Sonoma 
county, was arrested to-day for opening 
other persons' letters, and ulso detaining 
them in his office instead of delivering when 
called for by owners. 

The Midwinter Fair. 

San Francisco, Sept. 5, —Director Gen- 
eral Da Young of tho Midwinter Fair an- 
nounced to-day that work would positively 
he begun on thebuildings not later than the 
20th of this month, and tho fair would be 
opened on the 1st of January. 

One Case of Cholera. 
Jersey City, Sept. 5. — Bactcreological ex- 
amination having proved that Mrs. Joseph- 
ine Smith did not die of Asiatic cholera, 
Crowe's case stands tho only one so far 
known in the city. Tho quarantine was 
raised at midnight. No new suspects or 
developments. It is unknown whence Crowe 
contracted his fatal attack, but the disease 
ia genuine. 

Opposed to Annexation, 

San Francisco, Sept. 5.— Glaus Spreckek 
Starts East to-morrow, first going to Chicago 
and thence to Washington City. In an in 
tcrvicw to-day ho status that he intends to 
do all he can in Washington City against 
annexation at present.
